Township  Committee. 

The  approaching  close  of  the  fiscal  jeer 
occasioned  an  unusual  flood  of  bills  to  be 
presented  for  payment  at  the  meeting  of 
the  Town  Committee  on  Wednesday  night. 
The  town  purse  stood  the  drain  remarka¬ 
bly  well  and  It  Is  altgether  probable  that 
at  the  close  of  the  year  the  chairmen  of 
the  various  committees;  will  show  a  little 
balance  In  the  town’s  favor  out  of  the 
several  funds  entrusted  to  them  for  ex- 
'  peoditure. 

Mr.  Freeman,  of  the  Fire  Committee, 
reported  on  the  applieatlon  of  the  West 
End  Hose  Company  for  recognition.  He 
stated  that  the  funds  of  the  Committee 
were  exhausted  and  the  recognition  of 
another  company  at  this  time  was  an 
utter  impossibility.  Severs)  of  the  West 
End  men  were  present  and  did  not  take 
kindly  to  the  decision  of  tee  committee. 
Mr.  Cook  labored  long  and  earnestly  with 
them  endeavoring  to  impress  them  with 
an  appreciation  of  the  state  of  affairs. 
The  matter  will  probably  be  dropped 
until  after  the  town  election.  The  com¬ 
pany  will  keep  up  Its  organization  and 
will  be  a  political  factor  of  more  or  less 
Importance  in  electing  or  defeating  certain 
candidates  for  the  position  of  town  com¬ 
mitteemen. 

Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department, 
T.  Howrll  Johnson,  sent  in  his  first  annual 
report  as  to  the  state  of  the  department 
under  his  charge.  The  document  being 
the  first  of  the  kind  ever  furnished  to  the 
Committee,  its  reading  was  listened  to 
with  interest.  Several  members  of  the 
department  were  present  desirous  of 
hearing  it.  The  report  was  very  complete, 
entering  Into  minute  details.  The  depart¬ 
ment  numbers  neai  ly  130  active  members. 
There  were  11  fires  during  the  year,  the 
losses  ranging  from  $5  to  $5,000.  Several 
matters  were  brought  to  the  attention  of 
the  Committee  by  the  Chief  and  recom¬ 
mended  by  him  for  adoption  in  order  to 
promote  the  efficiency  of  the  department. 
Ihe  Franklin  street  fire  demonstrated 
that  a  greater  supply  of  hose  was  needed, 
also  that  the  ladder  service  was  deficient, 
the  longest  ladder  possessed  by  the 
Truck  Company  being  only  35  feet.  The 
purchasing  of  2,-700  feet  of  boae  and  a  55 
foot  Bangor  extension  ladder  Was  urged. 
The  establishment  of  an  electric  fire 
alarm  system  was  pointed  out  aa  an  im¬ 
perative  necessity.  The  establish menk  of 
afire  patrol  wasrecommendsd,  consisting 
of  men  appointed  from  each  company  and 
armed  with  power  to  make  arrests  without 
warrants  on  the  oecasion  of  a  fire.  The 
organisation  of  a  Salvage  Corps  was  also 
recommended.  It  was  stated  that  this 
could  be  done  without  expense  to  the 
town  by  the  eeveral  Insurance  companies 
doing  business  here.

Road  Construction. 

The  value  of  macadamized  roads  is 
unquestioned.  A  short  excursion  into 
the  country  upon  a  wet  day  will  con¬ 
vince  the  most  skeptical.  Business 
and  pleasure  demands  that  streets 
should  be  well- paved.  How  and  by 
whom  are  now  matters  of  interest. 

In  East  Orange  and  Orange  the 
work  has  been  done  by  the  Township 
Committee  /or  City  Council,  and  as 
sessed  upon  the  property  -owners.  In 
Belleville,  Montclair  and  Passaic,  it 
has  been  assessed  upon  the  township 
at  large.  In  the  former  places  it  has 
usually  been  a  pavement  from  fifteen 
to  twenty  inches  deep,  in  the  latter 
from  three  or  four  to  eight  or  ten 
inches  deep. 

Both  methods  have  their  advocates. 
The  main  streets  of  a  town  or  city  are 
used  by  all  the  inhabitants.  There  is 
some  justice  in  requiring  that  all 
should  pay  for  it  Yet  if  this  is  done 
by  the  township,  the  side-streets  and 
the  suburte  are  pretty  sure  to  demand 
an  appropriation  for  their  benefit. 

Assessment  upon  the  property,  on 
the  other  hand,  involves  heavy  pay¬ 
ments  by  some  who  find  it  difficult  to 
raise  the  money,  and  run  the  risk  of 
having  their  property  sold  for  taxes. 

This  town  stands  at  the  parting  of 
the  ways  in  the  decision  of  this  mat¬ 
ter.  The  adoption  of  the  law  for  the 
incorporation  of  the  township  would 
have  committed  the  people  to  a  sys¬ 
tem  of  property  assessment  along  the 
streets  for  their  improvement.  The 
old  plan  places  all  appropriations  for 
road  construction  upon  the  township. 
Of  course,  such  a  method  necessitates 
high  rates  of  taxation  since  the  cost

The  committee  appointed  to  obtain 
subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of 
the  Bloom 6eld  National  Bank  have 
completed  their  trek,  the  $50,000 
needed  have  been  subscribed.  The 
committee  were  given  authority  to 
call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  at 
any  time  for  the  election  ef  directors 
and  the  completion  of  the  organiz¬ 
ation.  This  meeting  will  probably  be 
held  about  April  1st  The  National 
Banking  law  requires  that  the  organ¬ 
ization  be  complete  within  sixty  days. 
As  it  is  not  designed  to  commence 
business  before  June  1st,  an  earlier 
oaganizatian  would  be  impracticable. 
There  is  no  apparent  reason  why  the 
bank  should  not  be  opened  for  busi¬ 
ness  ajt  that  time.  Fifty  per  cent  of 
the  subscriptians  to  the  stock  will  be 
payable  June  1st,  and  10  per  cent 
each  mouth  thereafter  until  the  whole 
stock  shall  be  paid  up.
